to no little feare, and perplexity, ſothat at

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the firſt rhey viterly refuſed and denied to 
doeit, ſaying that it bchoued themto ſet 
better ſoldiers a worke, in that peece of ſer- 
uice, then they were, alledging that they 
fcarcd and gicatly doubted thar the ſtones 
thcreof might and would chen , or intime 
to come, breake their , ortheir childrens 
Shins: wherevnto the Magiſtrates made 


anſwere thatthey would betheir warrant 


and proteQors againſl all men for doing it. 


 Wherevpon the worke menfully reſolued, 


that if the Burgo-Maſter and the Magi- 
ſtratesof the city, would goe beforethem 
& betheir guides, they would follow them: 
which they promiſed todoe. Whulethis 
matter was in determination , the gates of 
the city were kept ſhut, thatno maninthe 
meanetime ſhould goe out, tomakereport 
thereofabroad,and that thetownes men of 
Mulheim might nor haue intellizence of 
theirpretence,toſauethem ſelues by flight: 
Attheſametimethere was a rumor ſpread 
abroad,that in thenew market place,inthe 


city of Cullen, there was a murcher coms

mitted;andthat ſearch was thento be made 
for themurtherer: vader this pretecein the 
nighttime,about3z.of theclock,which was 


thepretended time and houre appointed ; 


Tohn Bowlantthe Burgertnaſter, and others 


ofthe Magiſtrates, went out of the gates; 


with ſuch a number of creſlets, fackles, 
linkes,and lanternes,that the night ſeemed 
to be as light as day, and after them the 
towns men followed tothe number of $00, 
at thelcaſt, beſides ſtraglers, hauing 200. 
ſoldiers, with pipes and drums, marching 
beforethem,to defend the worke men :; be- 
fore they fellto worke, there was a com- 
miſſion red vntothem toſhew and certifie 


them, thatit was notonely the Emperors. 


and the Dukes pleaſure, to haue it done, 
but alſo the new-Burgers and the Magi- 


firates of Cullens will, who had ſought and 


procured the ſame, for the good & welfare 
of the city of Cullen, & the preſeruation of

!  theother, Thebricks, free ſtones, lead,and 
iron, and that which would ſerue for any 
thing,wasgiuen vnto the Capucins,and al 
theruines ofthe great Church. The French 
Chutrch,with all the ruines thereof, was gi- 
uen to the Fulldoers, which they them- 
{clues brake downe, Thegreat deep cellers 
arid vaults, which could not well be broken 
in haſt, they tooke order that they ſhould 
be blowne vp with gunpouder, and that 
then the new houſes that had bin built in 
old Mulheim within the ſpace of foure 
yeares,{hould bethrownedowne. No man 
therein hadany warning giuen him of the 
deſtruQion thereof , nor any time permit- 
tedthemtoſcapeaway:althe women(were 
they neuerſogreat with childe, or lying in 
childebed)children,and men,were ftraight- 
ly charged and forbidden not to goe into 
Cologne, ſothatnoman knowes whether
